THE NEW YORK BREEDING BUREAU. 

Steps Just Taken by the Great Racing Bodies 
to Increase Its Pi^mium Lists. 

'rhrongli its bretMling bureau, the .Jockey Club is 
drung invnlunltle serviee t«» the state of New York 
in file way of improving its breed of horses. The 
work is piactiefllly in its infaney, but will before 
long liegin to tell heavily in enhanced values, re- 
sulting fr<un crossing tliorouglibrcd stallions on 
r'oars4- bred mares. Tlie N<*w York example is bear- 
ing fruit and st«*ps t<» emnlate it are already iti 
progrc.vs ill Keiitii<*ky, Louisiana, California and 
-Missouri. Daily Racing Form regrets that Illinois 
is ind in the list. One or two tlioroughlFred stal- 
lions hM*aliMl in each county of tliis state under 
regulations similar to those prevailing in New York, 
would ad«l miilious the selling value of mir 
horses after a few years of s<‘rvice. As a practical 
statement of the eas<», the following from the New 
A'ork .Sun is <»f decided interest and among other 
things show liow loyally and effeetively tlie big 
Ni \v York racing organizations are supiKH’ting and 
siippleinentiiig the W(»rk of the J<K-key Club: 

‘•'niere are forty-eight thonuighbred stallions dis- 
tribiiPd tliroiigbout tliirty-six counties in New York 
stat«*. 'I’ln- .Tockey ('bib. in order to encourage the 
patronage of these liorses, last year ofTered premi- 
ums ;•! tlie fairs for weanlings by them, and thes«* 
prizes .-lie to !»«» augmented l>y the Coney Island 
.lork<-y rinti, Br(M»klyn .Tin-key (’hib. Westchester 
Itacing As.socintion an«l tlie Brighton Bcai-h Racing 
Assodation. F.acli of tliese associations has deciilcd 
to donate a prize of $100 to county fairs In coun- 
ties where a stallion of the Breeding Bureau is 
liFcated. This will l>e a total of $1J,J00, each or- 
gan iz.'it ion contributing ^.‘{..’iOO. 

“Willi <*omniendable judgment all of these awards 
will not l>e for the half-hred type. The trotting 
horse, wlilch numbers his admirers in New York 
by the tens of thousands, will be eared for and the 
general piirptise lior.se, that most useful of horses 
big enough to plow and quiek enough to go for 
the do4-tor, will also have his Inning, In short, the 
rearing of the best types will be fostered by this 
latest move for the improvement of one of man’s 
most nsefi/( allies. 

“These prizes will be for the home breds only, 
that is, the various candidates must be owned in 
the count les In which they are shown. This will 
prevent specimens of superlative merit from sweep- 
ing the ring. Each county will have its own repre- 
sentatlvcH in competition. With such encouragement 
It is not too much to predict that in a few years 
our dealers will not be scouring Kentucky, Mls- 
floiiri, Iowa. Indiana, Illinois and other states for 
the animal that will bring the high dollar, whether 
at auction or at private sale. The following is a 
list of prizes offered by the various racing associ- 
ations for 1908: 

“The Coney Island Jockey Club donates to the 
county fair in each county in the state of New 
York possessing a stallion of the breeding bureau 
of the Jockey Club tlie sum of $100 as a special 
prize, to iM? named. ‘The ('oney Island Jockey Club 
Premium,’ for the i»est yearling shown at the 
county fair which shall l»e the protluce of a mare 
owned in th«? county and slre^l by the breeding 
bureau’s stallion, the winner of the first prize to 
receive $75 and of the second $25. 



“The Brooklyn' Jockey Club donates to the county 
fair in each county In the state of New York pos- 
sessing a stallion of tlie breetling luiroaii of the ■ 
JiK-key ('luh the sum of $JiH} as a special prize, 
to bo known as ‘The Brooklyn Jockey Club Pre- 
mium,’ for the best broodmare with foal at foot, 
such foal sired by a thwoughbred stallion as placed 
by the breeding bureau of the Jockey Club In the 
state of New York. Competitors must be owned 
in the county In which they are shown, the winner 
of the first prize to receive $75 and of the second 
$25. 

“The Westchester Racing .Association donates a 
special prize of $100 for two-year-old trotters, colts, 
fillies or geldings, to shown at county fairs in 
the state of New Y’ork, wliere special premiums of 
$200 or more are offered for the get of thoroughbred 
stallions installed by the breeding Bureau of the 
Jockey Club, the prize to be known as the ‘West- 
chester Racing Association Premium,’ the winner 
to receive $75 and the second $25. Competitors 
must be owned In the county in which the fair is 
held. fk)utestants may be shown in hand or by the 
side of a .saddle horse. 

“The Brighton Beach Racing Association donates 
a special prize of $100 for thri'e-year-olds, mares, 
or geldings, suitable for general purposes, $75 to 
first ami $25 to st^coml, to be shown at county 
fairs ill the stale of New York where sjiecial pre- 
miums of .$2«K) or more are ofTereil for Hie get of 
thoroughbred stall ions installed by the bnr<‘aii of 
bn-<‘ding <»f tin* .I«H-k«*y (dub. the prize to be known 
ns the ‘Rrightoii Bench Racing As.sor*iatloii Pre- 
mium.’ 'Pliere are no particular t'ouditioiis as to 
breeding. Competitors must lie owneil in the coiiiily 
in which the fair is held. Coutestaiits may be 
slHFwn In baml or by the side of a saddle horse. 

“The work begun by the .To<*key CluT), when 
through its breeding bureau thoroughbred stallions 
<»f size and of g<Knl confonnatien were placed in 
competent hands throughout the Empire State to 
stand for general service at a nominal fee of $10, 
which goes to the eust<Hlian of the horse, was a 
tremendous stride in the line of improvement, as 
there is no belter basic blood than that of the 
thoroughbred, particularly when the individual ikis- 
sesses those most Invaluable qualifications — size. 
iKMie, color and tenii>er. The memliers of the 
breetling bureau commission have made it a point 
to install only those stallions which meet the above 
retiuiremcnts. and as a consequence there are ttnlay 
in this state hundreds of youngsters from cold- 
bltFOiled dams which will become at maturity splen- 
tlid specimens of a type of the most useful horse 
ill the world. The l»eauty of the thoroughbred 
cross is that the blootl of the stallion predominates 
and refines the coarser elements of the dam. 

“The best of our heavyweight hunters, a class of 
horse whii-li coiiiinands tremendous prices in the 
hor.se markets of the world, are t>ut of dams whose 
aiicestiirs were prized because of their size ami 
strength and whose days were spent between the 
shafts of a cart. Wasp, the largest prize-winning 
hunter at the re<*ent National Horse Show, is om* 
of these half br€*d weight carriers, and he repeat- 
edly flew the stiff jumps with 210 pounds in the 
saddle. The trotting family, which is probably 
as near an accepteil lyp<* as we have in Ameri«-a 
tmlay, is an ideal cross for the thoroughbred. Some 
of the trotting families liave nothing but their gait 
to commend them, while others have lieanty, but no 
gait «»r speeil, except what is proiluoed by the nu*st 
assiduous training. Some trotters bred in trotting 
lines for generations pace or amhle and require 
artificial appliances to make them strike the gait 
which should be theirs by inheritance. The thor- 
oughbred cross eliminates thest* characteristics, and 
some of our l>e«t carriage horses and many of our 
best sailtlle animals are the result of tlie thorough- 
bred trotting cross.’’ 



WHAT KENTUCKY BUREAU HAS DONE. 

Lexington, Ky., December 2. — In an address to 
the breeders who met at the Phm*ni.x Hotel today, 
Colonel E. F. Clay made an appeal for funds with 
which to extend the work of the Kentucky Breed- 
ing Bureau. In telling of the work that has been 
acconipllsh«‘d he said that the bureau bad placed 
twenty-six stallions In various counties, and that 
rerKirts from seventeen of the horses show that 
tlicy were bred to 950 mares. 

*T expect,’’ said he. “that when we hear from 
the other stallions the number of mares served will 
approach 1,400. When foals begin to appear next 
spring they will he a vast improvement over those 
hen*tofore foaled by the mares from which they 
come. 1 have no hesitancy in saying that the work 
done by the bureau is the most important ever 
ao<-oinplished by the breeders of Kentucky. We 
must try to place a stallion in every county wbere 
people now have no access to thoroughbred blooiL 
I tell you, gentlenieu, that from this work will 
come to the entire thoroughbred industry the great- 
est i>ossihle lienefit. One of the chief benefits will 
he in counteracting the effect of preachings of those 
who have created the sentiment that the thorough- 
bred is of no valne save for racing.’’ Colonel Clay 
comduded with a request for demations of money or 
stallions.
